Market Tone 
  
Despite continued strong price competition from major competitor like Vietnam, export 
prices for most grades of white rice were offered slightly higher. This reflected current 
tighter exportable supplies of white rice, as the Government is reportedly expected to hold 
the intervention stocks of around 3 million tons of white rice paddy until late May. In 
addition, second crop paddy supplies, which are expected to come out onto the market in 
April, will mostly be sold to the Government due to attractive intervention prices. 
Meanwhile, export prices of parboiled rice continued to decline, as some African buyers 
shifted to inferior Indian parboiled rice, which is relatively cheaper by around U.S.$ 30-
40/MT.

Note on data: Export figures since March 22, 2002, do not include fragrant rice.  The authority to report fragrant rice 
exports was moved from the Thai Board of Trade to the Ministry of Commerce’s Office of Commodity Standards, 
which does not release official fragrant rice export data.  FAS/BKK will report only official export numbers from the 
Board of Trade for non-fragrant and from the Office of Commodity Standards for fragrant rice when available, but 
the reader should bear in mind the difference between the data. 

 
Unofficial exports (excluding fragrant rice) for Apr. 18-24, 2005 totaled 127,541 tons, up 
62,608 tons from the previous week’s total and up 26804 tons from the four-week moving 
average of 100,736 tons. Exports during Jan. 1 – Apr. 24, 2005 amounted to 1,728,129 tons, 
as compared with 1,954,709 tons in the previous year.  
 
According to the Department of Foreign Trade, Ministry of Commerce, total rice exports 
(including fragrant rice) during Jan. 1 – Apr. 4, 2005, amounted to 1,965,899 tons, down 8.8 
percent from 2,156,134 tons in the previous year.
